(AP) — The Viet Cong vanished 
from the Binh Gla area again as 
government forces, rebounding 
from their worst mauling of the 
war, formed up Tuesday for a 
counleroffensive. Patrols hunted 
vainly for the Reds. 


"They are like ghosts," com- 


plained Brig. Gen. Cao Van 
Vicn, commander of the Viet- 
namese 3rd Corps. "They disap- 
pear when you go after them." 


Lt. Gen. Nguyen Khanh, com- 


mander of the armed forces, 
took a hand in preparations for

least 121 Vietnamese and six 
Americans over the last nine 
days around Binh Gla, 40 miles 
east of Saigon.

CAPE KENNEDY—The phone 


on Shirley Fergvison's desk rang. 
Answering it, she thought she 
heard a voice say that the "pres- 
ident of the Johnson company" 
was calling her boss, Dr. Kurt 
H. Debus. 


At the time. Dr. Debus was 


talking on one phone and had an 
urgent call waiting on another. 


Shirley 
informed 
the 
latest 


caller that Dr. Debus was busy. 
The line went silent on the other 
end. Shirley hung up. Only then 
did she realize that the caller 
was Lyndon B. Johnson, then the 
vice president 
of the United 


States. 


The incident illustrates the 


highly-charged 
atmosphere in 


which Shirley Ferguson works. 
Her boss is the director of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration's rocket launch- 
ing base here. 


As such, he has his finger on 


every NASA launch, from man- 
ned spacecraft to scientific sat- 
ellites. Not a NASA rocket zooms 
spaceward from the Cape with- 
out Dr. Debus knowing—and ap- 
proving—every detail first. 


Shu-ley 
Ferguson thrives in 


the service of this 
talented, 


forceful and capable man. As 
his secretary, she figuratively is 
perched on top of a spinning 
world of rockets, astronauts and 
spacecraft. 


The view from her office win- 


dow is acres of scrub bush and 
marshland and miles of rocket- 
launch pads, all of it shimmer- 
ing in a climate so humid that 
anti-dehydration tablets are dis- 
pensed with the paper cups at 
drinking fountains. 


She works in crowded quarters 


dubbed "Splinter City," tempo- 
rary buildings that threatened to 
become permanent before the 
building of the new Merritt Is- 
land facility was begun adjacent 
to the Cape. 


She often toils long after quit- 


ting 
time 
and 
would 
work 


through the night when a ma- 
jor launch is imminent. 


But her job has unique re- 


wards. She has greeted presi- 
dents and princes. All of the 
VIPs who tour this spaceport 
pass Shirley Ferguson's desk. 
Many of them stop to chat. 


High points came, she says, 


when she met President Johnson 
and President Kennedy. 


And she finds a special exhila- 


ration in working for a man of 
action like Dr. Debus. 


She gets along well with her 


boss despile differences in their 
temperaments. For example, in 
contrast to his office neatness, 
her desk is always cluttered. 


"Dr. Debus looked at the mess 


on my desk one day and joked 
that he should have my small 
secretarial desk and I should 
have his great big executive 
one." 


Only in her 
twenties, Mrs. 


Ferguson rates an old-timer at 
this infant space facility. She 
went to work there in 1959 when 
she married a weatherman at 
the booming launch site. 


She was appointed Dr. Debus' 


secretary in 1959 because of her 
shorthand skill. "I was just in 
the right place at the right 
time." she says. There were 14 
secretaries at the Cape in those 
days. 


Xow NASA has more than 150 


socretarios on the base and Mrs. 
Ferguson has the highest civil 
service rating among them. 


A slim brunette, Mrs. Fergu- 


son hails from Las Cnices, N.M. 
She. her 
husband, and their 


three-year-old 
daughter

live a shorts-and-sandals life on 
North Banana Beach of Merritt 
Island, a 20-minutc drive from 
work.

On Mora/ism 


By David Lawrence 


WASHINGTON— There's a new lament coming from 


some prominent persons insirle and outside of Congress 
who are close lo the Johnson administration. Voices 
of dissatisfaction, if not disillusionment, now are being 
heard over what is termed "moralism" in international 
affairs. 


This note of dismay is being expressed in connec- 


tion with the apparently never-ending problem which 
the United Stales faces in Vietnam. There is a disposi- 
tion, for instance, lo cry out for "practicality," which 
means, to he sure, the same Ihing as "neutralization" • 
or perhaps "appeasement," as different words are used 
to describe what is, in effect, retreat. Such a course 


^oflen has been advocated by Ihe believers in expedi- 
Jpency, but il is novel lo hear it from any of the 


"liberals" who have frequently prided themselves on 
an unflinching devotion lo "principle." 


Is Idealism, however, so Impractical after all? 


Does It serve no useful purpose? It's true (hat, 
when President Wilson came out for "self-deter- 
mination" of peoples as one of his "Fourteen 
Points" In defining the aims of the allies in World 
War I, few observers thought thai, the process 
would be so long-drawn-out or that il would bring 
such painful sacrifices and, indeed, serious r,e- 
verscs. Poland and the other countries of Eastern 
Europe, for example, enjoyed independence and 
self-determination for a period of about 20 years, 
only to be subjugated by the aggressions of neigh- 
boring autocracies— first Nazi Germany and then 
Communist Russia, which still controls Eastern 
Europe. 


One thing is clear— there is. no rule thai can be 


made to apply on the same day or in the same year 
to all countries. But there need be no disparagement 
of the moral objeclives or ahandonmcnl of support for 
such aims just because the efforts to attain them 
turn out to he prolonged. 


While Vietnam, for instance, seems far rtislant 


geographically to the American citizen, so was Korea in 
1950, and so was France in 1917 and in 1941. Isolation- 
ism might have appeared at the time easier to main- 
tain, but it would have been a short-sighted alternative. 


It will be recalled lhat President Wilson startled 


Congress in 1917 when he said that "the world must 
be made safe for democracy." 
A re-statement of that 


simple tnilh is that no nation is safe today inasmuch 
as an autocracy, fully armed, (hrealens aggression 
either by military force or infiltration. The lesson is 
hard to learn, but it applies as much in IMS as il did 
in 1917. 


The newly converted disciples of "practicality" 


imply (hat il would have been wiser to let "colonialism" 
remain indefinitely in Africa and in Indonesia and in 
Vietnam, and that the common people would have 
been better off. Indeed, there were many Europeans 
who in the early days of the American republic felt 
that the former colonists would have been better off 
had they continued under England's rule. 


But even as each nation struggics with its socio- 


logical problems, and evolution wends its weary way 
through decades of challenging experiences, the ideals 
and moralisms remain as guicleposls. The Declaration 
of Independence says that "all men are created equal," 
but there is a fallacy in assuming that when human 
beings arc born equal, Ihey will always grow up as 
equals in individual responsibility and capacity. The 
real mistake is in trying to apply a rule of equality 
lo those who are incompctenl or inefficient or unwilling 
to learn how to support themselves. 


The name principle applies to the newly born 


nations of Africa and Asia. It Is essential to pnrmir- 
agr. sclf-rolfancc. 
The United States can lend a 


helping hand through financial, economic and rdu- 
cntiona! projects. 
If this be construed as "self- 


Interest" because eventually commerce and trade 
and other advantages will accrue to us, then altru- 
ism nrcd not necessarily bo emphasized as a major 
* factor. The motive nevertheless does not cease lo 
* be moral because it Is also in our own 


The struggle for existence by the smaller nations 


js our struggle. U may be cosily. It may prove exas- 
pcrnlmg al timas, parlicularly when government tem- 
porarily operated by misguided individuals seem to 
be 
biting the hand that feeds them." But we cannot 


lose sight of the paramount objeclive~rhe preservation 
of our own freedom and of our own system by doing 
everything we can. and for as long a period as is 
necessary, to develop a world that will be safe against 
aggressions and safe everywhere for the continuing 
procltce of democracy, 


This however, will not be brought nearer to accom- 


plishment by beginning to scoff at "mornlisms " For 
the constant reiteration of moral doctrine cnn pene- 
trate the hearts nnd minds of peoples everywhere nnd 
can prove (o bo our most potent weapon 'against the 
unmoral Ideology of Communist imperialism

"The year 1964 closed on a 


rather dismal note," commentec 
Colonel Carey Jarman, superin 
tendent of the Maryland state 
police. "In December we saw 72 
motor vehicle deaths which raisec 
the total for the year to 610, the 
highest yearly total since Work 
War II. In 1963 the total was 596; 
in 1962 it was 590; and in 1961 
it was 461. 


"A fact that stands out in our 


investigation 
of highway 
acci- 


dents is the reluctance of motor- 
ists to use seat belts. Many can 
still are not equipped with them 
Also, our investigators frequently 
report 'car equipped with seat 
belts but not in use'. These same 
reports indicate that occupants 
of vehicles suffered serious or 
fatal injury because they were 
ejected from the car. In many 
such cases, investigators feel that 
the use of seat belts would have 
prevented or lessened the serious- 
ness of such injuries." 


C o l o n e l 
Jarman continued: 


"Troopers of the Maryland state 
police never fail to fasten their 
seat belts. It is the first thing they 
do when they get behind the wheel 
of their patrol car. They know 
that a securely fastened seat belt 
might save their life. 


"Last week one of our troopers 


had the misfortune of colliding 
with a car, the operator of which 
was under the influence of alco- 
hol. The trooper's car was com- 
pletely demolished. Investigators 
are convinced that his life was 
saved becau.se he was held se- 
curely in place by his seat belt."
